GIVE BOTH SIDES A HEARING. 

Under the Kentucky Code of Prac- 
tice, and the construction that has been 
given it by the Appellate Court, the 
plaintiff to a suit can sell or transfer 
his right of-action to another, who is 
allowed, upon the proper orders being 
made as to security for costs, to be sub- 
stituted in the room of the original 
plaintiff. The effect of this adjudica- 
tion is that the plaintiff is now 
practically a witness and the defend- 
ant is shut out from the right of testi- 
fying. « Whenever the plaintiff lacks 
evidence to make out his cage, or 
desires to strengthen it, he sells 
or transfers his claim, generally by 
sham sale, and comes in and swear 
to the justice of the claim he asserts. 
In not one case in a hundred is the 
transfer made in good taith, and even 
in the few exceptional cases where it 
is so made, the original plaintiff feels 
constrained to prove what he has 
stated as his Gause of action. In plain 
Saxon, as the laws of evidence now 
stand in Kentucky, the plaintiff has 
the right to testify, Such a state of 
things is a perfect anomaly. If one 


|party has the right to give evidence 


for himself, so should the other. The 
plaintiff should not be permitted to 
tell his story while the defendant is 
compolled to sjt with folded hands and 
closed mouth. Let this barbarism be 
abolished. It isa blot upon our juris- 
prudence, and the best way to erase 
it is by giving all parties in all civil 
proceedings the right to lay their own 
statements before our judges and ju-
